One of the most interesting aspects of air 
way traffic control is, indeed, the power which 
wireless confers upon those in the control 
tower of informing some distant’ pilot where | 
he is, even if at the time mist or fog should 
prevent him, as he looks down from 
his cockpit, from catching sight 
of any tell-tale landmark.

This wonder of wireless is as simple as are 
many other of these ME miracles.

‘revenue would be required or sought. |

over me i ape up to the óáist of March 
next will be tequired, as expenditure in the 
‘coming year must be kept as low as possible, 
consistent with thé maintenance of the public 
‘services in the urban district. 


THE POSITION EXPLAINED. 


Mr. Meghen said that it would’ be better 
if he made clear what exactly the funding 
of the £12,000 overdraft meant. When he 
arrived, in’ Bray, he found that the Council's 
finances required w temporary overdraft of 
£6,000. It was kept at that figure by the 
inclusion of £1,192, a credit balance on the 
electricity account. There was also due on 
the housing account overdraft interest 
emounting to £2,500. It had been anticipated 
that that would have been included in the 
housing loan, but the sanction of the Depart- 
ment was not forthcoming to that proposal, 
and it had to be paid out of the general 
account when the housing loan was finally 
fixed up. 

It turned out that he had now to pay the 
£1,192, to the Electricity Supply Board, who 
took over the electricity undertaking in July, 
1928. Therefore, the real position on his 
arrival was that the general account was 
£9,692 to the bad. Since then a 
£2,600 had been added by the Privy Council 
case, leaving the total deficit £12,292. 


PROVISION FROM RATES. 

Since that time they had been livimg 
within the rates, and also recovering the 
position a ‘little, but they should make an 
effort to reduce that debt regularly in future. 
Therefore, he had gore carefully into the 
finances, and believed that, with great 
economy; by borrowing £12,000 for ‘ten Years 
he w Id be able .to dispense with further 
ter porary oVerdraft accommodation.. That 
meant that, having paid all current liabilities, 
he should have a credit balance of £2:000 on 
the Sist March’ next to carry over the’ lean 
périod in the beginning of the‘ financial vear. 

It_also ní that the rates “for some time 
must make provision for the wiping-out of 
that loan. Hence, he was asking for a re- 
ductson im: wages. A sum of over’ £5,000 
was paid ont. every -year*in wages. If work 
was to continue on the same scale as formerly 
the reduction must be made. The urban ser- 
‘Vices. were on the city scale, but a big effort 
must be made to make sure that the burden 
on ratepayers would not grow excessive. 

The Commissioner. added that he “had 
taken’ counsel’s opinion on the ‘question of 
the electricity: undertaking, and his advice 
was that they should pay the sum.‘ The 
loss of the electricity’ undertaking was 
serious, as án previous years it relieved the 
rates to the extent of £1,000.

1. on the River: Slaney on February. 26th, 
promises to .be exceptionally : good, off 
one’ may judge by the time-honoured maxim 
that. a good supply of herrings..in. December 
will bé followed by a good run of salmon in 
the spriag.. .The month .of December last 
brought such shoals.of herring to:the.Wexford 
coast that the fishermen sought from. the De-

Why the salmon should follow. the herring 
it is difficult. to understand. ._The:habits of the 


salmon while in the rivers. are. fairly swell | 


known to the fresh-water angler, but once: the 
fish depart to the sea their progress becomes 
a mystery until they return agaih.'to their 
native. stream, An old fisherman with: whom 
I discussed the, point suggested, ather reason- 
ably I thought, that’ the circumstance may 
arise not so much from any fixed habits of the 
fish, but that. meterological. conditions may 
give to some ocean current a ey RO that 
attracts fish, and carries them along to swell 
tlhe harvest of the fisherman on the coast and 
on the river. 

Should a good run “of salmon continue 
through the coming season, it will compen- 
sate somewhat for the lean years that. -pre- 
ceded it. The year 1927 was.a ‘‘record”’ 
year of plenty; but the years that followed 
have been records of another: kind, not, alone 
on the Slaney, but on many an equally famous 
sporting stream: Visitors from abroad have 
paid heavy rents for the sporting rights, with 
disappointing return, and in the tidal waters 
netmen have spent weary months without get- 
ting enough fish to pay for the fishing licence. 

Before 1927 brought its teeming harvest the 
fishermen held pleasant memories of another 
bumper “year; 1916, when the temporary dis- 
location of ‘transport. and markets. made it 
necessary to provide net-wire containers iw 
the river to hold the captured salmon, so 
great and constant was the supply. 


RIVER DEVELOPMENT.

Another problem which confronts the Board 
was revealed at their meeting.on Monday, 
when they requested the Department of 
Fisheries to hold a sworn inquiry, with a 
view to closing a part of the tidal waters to 
the net fishermen: at a part of the river a 
Enniscorthy. 

A similar request was made by the Board 
as far back as 1920, and was refused by the 
Ministry. “Fhe-Ministry wrote -te know- what 
new. cenditions.-had--arisen since 1920..to 
justify another inquiry, 

' The Board, passed a resolution, setting out 
the new: grounds: for an inquiry to be the 
increase. in.the number of .nets_. in this 
particular stretch, from threé In 1920 to 20 
in 1930,- The part “whieh it-1s sought to 
close to nets: is stated by the “Board. to- be 


tides in ‘their progress to. the fresh-water 
part of the river. 

The Board also state that they are aware 
that. fishing on the Slaney,. as on many other 
rivers. has. deteriorated. of -late years, -and 
that. the -scarcity of fish is entirely due -to 
over-netting., . The Slaney, the. resolution 
states, is particularly handicapped in. this 
respect, because the tide-way~ netted is 15 
miles long, and there is no. limit to. the 
number of nets” that may be used on it. 
As a matter of. fact, the number of .nets. on 
the estuar¥ has increased from 70-in. 1920 
to 140 in 1930, For. these reasons the Board 
seek the closing of portion of the tide-way 
to net fishing. 

In the event of an inquiry being granted, 
the net fishermen would oppose the applica- 
tion, Mr. McCov, netmen's representative on 
the Board informed the meeting.

decision to refuse io grant a tariff on 
imported coachbuilt bodies. An offer is 
made to build a body ina factory of one of 
the applicants as a demonstration of the 
efficiency of the ‘Free State industry, 

The report of the Government’s decision is 
described. in the statement as puzzling. A 
study of the_majority report certainly made 
doleful. reading. for. anybody. having an in- 
terest in” the “industrial “welfare of the 
country (says the statement). For those 


as. Irish Coachbwilders’ Association, in 


that. the Executive did not give this decision 
six years ago. What an amount of capital 
would have been saved by ‘those who had the 
courage to continue reiying on the encourage- 
ment given to the various deputa- 
tions. which had continuously = kept 
the difficulties through which the 
industry-was ‘passing before*the Government, 
and: who had continuously: kept on pointing 
out that, unless Government action was taken 
quickly, the complete extinction of the in- 
dustry couid not be averted. Many con- 
nected with the. industry. in the meantime, 
having lost hope, had switched over to the 
more remunerative and “far easier living con- 
nected with the importation and selling of 
the foreign product. 


INDUSTRY THROTTLED. 


Notwithstanding the unprecedented nature 
of the life and death struggle. which’ the 
industry had to maintain during those years 
against, overwhelming odds, added to the 
complete loss of business. all through the 
period of the great war, and the heavy 
losses which it ‘sustained from the various 
causes during the ensuing. disturbances in 
this country, the Commission had dealt with 
it as regards output, efficiency, number of 
hands ‘employed ; and, indeed, in all its bear- 
ings as if it had been enjoying normal life 
instead of being a mere skeleton courageously 
holding on to life. Every branch of the 
industry had been throttled from the horse 
strap (of which 1, per annum approxi- 
mately have been dumped here during the 
past six years) to the: largest "bus By 
Yet, throughout. the report, the Commission 
seemed to assume that, notwithstanding the 
adverse decision, the indastry could still go 
on. The decision could have no other effect 
than the absolute extinction of the remains 
of what could be made an industry of great 
national value. 


SAFEGUARDING LESSON. 


It was to be feared,’ judging from the 
many references appearing in the majority 
report to the statements made by cross- 
Channel competitors, that these statements 
eutirely outweighed the sworn evidence of 
the applicants, and also that the Commission 
had been unduly impressed by the large 
production, the works, the numbers em- 
ployed, the jigs, the’ master pieces and all the 
technicalities which were evidently so admir- 
ably put before them by-these manufacturers, 
who made no secret of the value of the Free 
State market to them.. But; if the Com- 
missioners had visited these works a few 
years back and studied their condition before 
the British Government stepped in and pre- 
vented manufacturers outside their country 
swanmiping thém out of business, it would have 
been an object lesson to the Commissioners 
to witness what progress is possible under a 
few years of safeguarding. 

Dealing in detail with the report, the 
Association’s “statement, denies that none of 
the applicants possess the plant and equip- 
ment -necessary for the production on 
standardiséd lines of wooden parts for the 
framework of coachbuilt or fabric bodies. 
Again, it is stated, a serious reflection was 
reported as being made by the Irish Omnibus 
Company to. thé Commission. affecting the 
integrity of builders of "bus bodies for that 
company, and. the Commissioners, in- their 
report, said they were satisfied the statement 
imade by the 1.0.C. was correct. As this 
statement was evidently tendered privately 
to the Commissioners after the public hearing, 
at which the 1.0.0, did not give evidence, 
the - coachbuilders got no opportunity o 
‘refuting; this -assertion. It 1s ‘asked that 
opportunity be given to have this statement 
proved or that the Commissioners withdraw 
| their statement signifying assent, 


A PROPOSAL.

cipally by provincial coachbuilders, whose 
occupation now because of. dumping had 
almost disappeared, In the absence of a 
minimum rate,.as sought by the applicants, 
the figure recommended on motor bodies in 
this report would not. be sufficient when 
spread over the unit to induce chassis builders 
to. place their orders in the Free State for 
the home market.

VIEWS ON NEW 
LEAGUE PROPOSAL, 


By a SpPECIAL CORRESPONDENT, 


HE suggestion for the establishment of 
“b a Pedestrians’ Protection League, which 

has’ been advocated me P28, 
O'Hegarty and Sir Thomas Myles, has now 
met with a favourable reception from 
motorists, who see in it the remedy for one 
of the greatest bugbears of modern motoring 
—tiamely, ‘* jay-waiking.”” I was speaking to

including Inspector Hurley, the popular 
Dublin Traffic Inspector; and Mr. F. M. 
Summerfield, the Dublin motor agent.

than legislation; for the pedestrian, contrary 
to a Aa prcirmay belief, is very well protected 


is a danger, if may be admitted, that one 
or two irksome restrictions’ are hkely to he 
imposed on him by the proposed ‘Traffic Bill, 
and it is certainly time that the pedestrians 
banded themselves into an association. 

Mr. Summerfield pointed out that the one 
great pitfall into which the: sponsors of the 
new League are likely to fall is that their 
activities, instead of being, so to. speak, 
pro-pedestrian, would ‘in reality become antt- 
motorist. He was altogether in favour of 
such a League; for, as he said, he was first 
of all á. pedestrian, and afterwards a 
motorist. For a long time he had felt that 
it was desirable, in the interests of both 
pedestrians and motorists, that proper 
methods should be employed for enspring the 
safety of pedestrians crossing. the —stréets. 
At the busy crossings Mr.. Summerfield sug- 
gested that the authorities should erect light 
overhead bridges, like those in use on rAilway 
stations, or else construct subways.. His own 
view was that the mhir of the pedestrian 
should be the first thought. 

Mr. Summerfield condemned, as all. reason- 


driver who has a mania for esseed, which: is 
not even curbed insidé city limits. Dangerous 
driving, however, should. not be ‘mixed up 
with fast driving, for they were ‘two alte- 
gether different things. Safety was not. so 
much a matter of speed as of regulation of 
traffic, both pedestrian and vehicular, inside 
the city, town and village limits.

of some sort or an- 
other, Likewise, 
pedestrians can be 
summoned for causing an obstruction on a 
pathway. Of. course, the Civic Guards 
rarely, if ever, use their powers in this 
respect. 

The Commissioner of the Guards, he was 
sure, would welcome any such movement as 
the Pedestrians’ Protection League. which 
would tend to assist and co-operate with the 
authorities in the regulation of traffic. He 
thought that the main purpose of such a 
league should be to educate the public. 

The motorist, Inspector Hurley pointea 
out, was blamed for a good deal more than 
was his due, and this was shown by the 
fact that in 99 per cent. of the criminal 
charges ‘against motorists for causing bodily 
harm or death. to pedestrians, the justices 
refused informations. 

It is of interest to note that in this respect 
the law is rather peculiar; for, in effect. it 
maintgims that the motorist is guilty until 
proved innocent in any charge of that nature 
brought against him.

To-day the petrol tanks are used by a 
farmer as grain bins for the poultry, while 
the broken propeller decorates thé farm 
gateway. 

No doubt, the War explained the 
presence of an abandoned, broken-down 
aeroplane in the Kalihari Desert, found a 
few years ago by the camel police patrol. 
Some. wandering band of awe-struck bush 
men had evidently come aeross it; for, 
when the sand had been away, it 
was seen that the machine had 
ringed round with stones, placed there in 
definite patterns. The natives probably 
regarded the strange deade“‘ fire bird” as 
sacred,

Che Flight of Swans. 


At what rate do swans fly? I confess 
that until recently my ideas on the subject 
were extremely vague. One hears of the 
almost incredible speed attained by some 
of the smaller birds, surpassing that of the 
fastest express trains; but one would 
assume that such heavy birds as swans 
would he but indifferent “ speed 
merchants.’ 

Recently, however, I had an opportunity 
of timing the flight of two of these large 
birds, and the result was a surprise to me. 

I was motoring along the straicht 
stretch of road between Carrick-on-Suir 
and Clonmel at the point where the road 
runs parallel to, and not far from, the 
river, when suddenly two swans rose from 
the water's edge almost abreast of the car 
and began to fly upstream in the direction 
of Kilsheelan. In a few minutes they 
= ahead of the car, which was 
ravelling at about thirty miles an hour, 
and for several miles I held them in view, 
steadily increasing their lead, until finally 
they disappeared in the distance far ahead 
of me. Davine the time when they were 
in sight the speed of the car was almost 
constantly thirty .niles an hour, so that 
the speed at which the swans were travel 
ing must have been well over thirty-five

Animals and Poetry. 


An interesting and rather original 
anthology has been published in America 
called “ Poetry s Piea for Animals.’’.

UBSTANTIAL reductions in the existing 
rates on vessels and goods were 
announced at the meeting of the Bel- 
fast Harbour Commissioners to-day. 

In the case of vessels from foreign ports 
the reduction is to be 74 per cent., dating 
from January 1 last, and in the case of 
cross-<Channel and coastwise vessels the re- 
duction is to be 15 per cent., also dating 
from January 1 last. 

A complete revision of the schedule of rates 
on goods also was agreed to by the Boaru. 
Reductions have been made in a large 
number of cases and ‘slight -imcreases in 
others, while articles already the subject of 
reduction under de-rating have been left un- 
touched. The alterations are to operate as 
from February 1.

The matter arose at the adjourned meeting 
of the Board, presided over by Mr. Ri. E. 
Herdman, D.L., on the minutes of the 
Finance Committee, which stated :— 

A report by the general manager on the 
Board’s financial position and on the question 
of effecting reductions in harbour rates and 
charges was read, and, the matter having 
been very carefully considered, 1t was recom- 
mended, subject to the revocation or altera- 
tion as may be necessary of all previous 
resolutions under which the existing rates on 
vessels and goods are leyied :— 

1—That the ordinary and special rates in 
the schedule of rates on vessels (excluding 
those applicable to vessels arriving from or 
departing to foreign pcrts) be reduced by 15 
per cent., merging in the 15 per cent. the 
5 per cent. reduction at present allowed in 
certain cases. 

2—That (a) the ordinary rates on vessels 
arriving from foreign ports, (b) the appro- 
priate special rates, and (c) the rates on 
vessels which, having arrived from coastwise 
or cross-Channel ports, depart for foreign 
ports with cargo be reduced by 7} per cent. 

3—That the regulation in the sthedule of 
rates under which vessels from foreign ports 
cargo to an extent not exceeding 
one-half of their net registered tonnage, and 
not loading any cargo, are charged only half 
rates, be amplified so as to allow such vessels 
to load cargo up to 10 per cent. of their net 
registered tonnage, provided such cargo be 
for direct shipment to foreign ports. 

4&—That the regulation in the schedule of 
rates under which vessels from foreign ports 
loading to an extent not exceeding 
one-half of their net registered tonnage, and 
not discharging any cargo, are charged only 
half rates, be amplified so as to allow such 
vessels to discharge cargo up to 10 per cent. 
tonnage, provided

MOTION for the abilition of the political 
A test in the public services in the 
Free State was carried by seven votes 
to four at Cork Corporation meeting to-night. 

The Lerd Mayor (Councillor F. J. Daly) 
voted for the proposal, and four members 
declined to vote. 

Councillor O'Leary, speaking to the motion, 
which declared '' that the continuance of the 
test served to perpetuate bitterness between 
Irishmen,’ asked the Corporation to adopt 
the resolution out of fair play. There were 
certain citizens, he said, and a very large 
number at that, who were against the politi- 
cal test, because it debarred men from the 
public services. If the test was followed to 
its logical conclusion those who opposed the 
test should be put outside the law and have 
no protection. The law, however, did not 
go far as that. Resolutions similar to 
this had been passed by most of the public 
bodies in the Free State, and Cork should not 
hesitate. 

Councillor Good said that the time for 
political tests was past. Irishmen would not 
be driven. The period of unrest in Ireland 
was passed, and such tests as these gave 
certain elements an opportunity to say and 
do things. He believed that it would be for 
the benefit of everybody to have it removed. 
If it were retained perhaps the next Govern- 
ment. would use it as a weapon, and would 
perpetuate a system very dangerous and un- 
healthy. They now had an opportunity of 
building up a nation, and they should take it. 

Alderman Beamish protested, and Dr. J. 
C. Foley moved a direct negative, saying that 
all other officials had signed the declaration.

They would have to offer the teachers some- 
thing worth while for conducting such 
classes. 

The Secretary (Mr. Frizelle) said that he 
had found under present conditions a good 
part of an agricultural instructor's time in 
classes was spent in trying to improve the 
ordinary education of the pupils. If the 
pupils were taught generally up to sixteen 
years of age they would 
specialised education. 

Mr. Culleton said that it would be im- 
possible in some cases for parents to keep 
their children at school until they were six 
teen years of age. How could a labourer 
feed and clothe his children if they were 
kept at school until they reached that age?

| Perhaps, the greatest misfortune that ever 


befell the Dominion was the eruption of 
Mount Tarawera, in 1886, which destroyed 
the famous Pink and White Terraces that 
almost had earned a reputation as one of 
the many “ninth wonders ” of the world. 
The earthquake remains the one danger 
whose risks science as yet can do nothing 
to mitigate, It is held by some experts 
that, in the fulness of tire, the zone of its 
incidence alters, and that ultimately those 
volcanoes which are thought to be extinct 
will burst into unexpected activity with 
pent-up fury. Let us hope that this 
prophecy is false; but the chance that it 


may be accurate ought to help us to feel a "á 


more lively sympathy with those who to-day 
are forced to face a perpetual menace. 
Often, sympathy varies in degree with 
distance, and we read with comparative 
calm of\isasters in remote places which 
would have shocked us to the core if they 
had happened in a neighbouring country.

Seed Potatoes. 


Within eight years a liability { ihe Free 
State has been turned into an asset of 
increasing value. Before 1914 the produc. 
tion of seed potatoes had provided Irish 
growers. with a diminishing revenue. 
Prices soared during the War, restoring 
prosperity to the trade, but the great 
demand exercised an injurious effect on the 
quality of the Irish product; and in 1922 
Irish seed potatoes were so bad that, 
according to an estimate, £20,000 left the 
country annually for the purchase of 
supplies from Scotland. In 1923 the Free 
State Department of Agriculture took steps 
to revive the industry. It introduced 
fresh stocks and improved the existing 
stocks wherever improvement was possible. 
Farmers, on the whole, supported the 
Department’s efforts, and the result was 
manifest almost immediately; for within 
two years not only had the need for 
imports from Scotland vanished, but the 
nucleus of an export trade had. been 
formed. Irish seed potatoes now 
are.. recognised to be at least as 
good as the product of any other 
country; and the industry is capable 
of large expansion. Unfortunately, 1929 
produced a heavy yield; the English 
markets were glutted, and trade suffered, 
thereby discouraging some Irish growers. 
Trade now has improved, and the in- 
dustry’s prospects are bright. The English 
market can absorb no less than 200,000 
tons a year, of which the Free State 
could contribute a very fair percentage if 
her exports were organised properly. To 
this end the lesson learned in cunnection 
with other commodities must be applied— 
the Irish product must be of the 
highest excellence. Already there are 
certain regulations which growers may 
adopt to safeguard domestic users; and 
during the next session of the Dail a 
measure will be introduced to extend the 
system of official supervision to seed 
potatoes intended for the overseas market. 
We hope that this measure will 
become law. It is in the spirit of Free 
State agricultural legislation, and will 
prove to be in the best interest of Yree 
State commerce.

Wheels in Whitehall. 


Civil servants and prospective civil 
servants throughout Great Britain have 
learned to their horror that the Treasury 
has set aside a sum of more than £100,000 
to promote an elaborate scheme of 
mechanisation in every department of the 
Service. Machines will take the place of 
men for a host of routine purposes. The 
main advantage of these ‘‘robots”’ is 
that, when their initial cost has been 
paid, they will require neither salary nor 
sustenance, except, as we presume, an 
occasional injection of oil; and the tax- 
payer will be saved some hundreds of 
thousands of pounds in the year. Not 
only are the familiar adding machines 
and dictaphones pressed into service; but 
strange devices of meta] will copy, stamp 
and open letters, will calculate imcome 
tax assessments, and will resolve all the 
complicated figures of the forthcoming 
census. Soon, perhaps. a mechanical post- 
office assistant will hand out postal] orders 
to Englishmen, and a thing of wheels 
will haggle over old age pensions. Every- 
body who has suffered from the short- 
comings of a dilatory postmistress will 
rejoice; for human weaknesses do not 
affect the machine. On the other hand, the 
machine is relentless. No amount of 
blandishment will soften its iron heart 
against the man who falters in his pay- 
ments of income tax. The variety stage, 
too, will suffer by the loss of one of its 
standard themes for merriment. Once it 
poked fun at the civil servant’s sloth-like 
existence; but there is no satisfaction in 
tilting against a machine whose self-control 
is imperturbable. :

KING’S VISIT RECALLED.

The Times Aeronautical Correspondent 
writes to-day:—A formation flight of the 
three new Rangoon flying boats from 
Felixstowe to Basra, a distance of 3,500 
miles, will begin within a week and 
should be completed in seven stages. The 
journey will take them overland for 250 
miles across the South of France, and 
there will be other land sections in Syna 
and Iraq. 

These boats will relieve the three 
Southampton flying boats of No. 203 
Squadron at “asra, which will then be 
flown home «s a formation. 

The Rangoons, which have not yet been 
attached to a squadron, are the first 
specimens of the military type of the 
Short Calcutta, which has already given 
excellent service on the India route- of 
Imperial Airways. They are now reported 
to have : 1ssed their military trials with 
equal success. 

They are fitted with three Bristol 
Jupiter engines each, and the. reliance 
placed in these units is proved by the 
choice of the overland route between 
Bordeaux and the Gulf of Lyons. 

The stages in which the journey wil] be 
made are:—Hourtin (near Bordeaux), 
Berre (near Marseilles), Malta, Mira- 
bella, Crete, Aléxandretta, Baghdad, 
alightnig on the Tigris, and Basra.

The New Zealand Earthquake. 


A man who is acquainted with New 
Zealand told me that the whole district 
where the earthquake occurred is highly 
volcanic, and that the famous White 
Island, off the coast, always is sending off . 
sulphurous fumes. Not far from the 
wrecked town is the very beaut 
volcano, Tangariro, which, suggestive of 
Japan in its name, rivals anything in that 
country for beauty. It has a summit 
covered with intensely white snow. from 
which there ever issues a huge cloud of 
black smoke. That this smoke has. been 
increasing in volume for some time was 
regarded as a danger-signal in tha 
neighbourhood. Shocks in the North 
Island of New Zealand have been common 
for many years, but they always have 
been slight. Only of late has there been a 
tendency for them to be severe. 


Economy. 


Economy is infrequently associated wit 
the Labour Government, but it seems that 
Mr. Ramsay Macdonald has been warned 
by his Chancellor of the Exchequer that 
the adoption of severe economy has become 
essential if financial calamity is to he 
averted. It will be recalled that 
Liberals have placed a motion on tlie 
Order Paper of the House of Commons 
calling upon the Government to reduce 
national expenditure. When this motion 
comes up for debate next week it will be 
found that the Government will promise 
a relentless overhauling of national! 
finance in every direction. In this con- 
nection it is understood that the Govern- 
ment is opening up negotiations with Mr. 
Lloyd George in order that the motion 
may not be pressed to a division. 

A Living Wage. 

A really scoialistic measure will be de 
bated on Friday when Mr. Maxton’s Living 
Wage Bill will be before the House of 
Commons. The measure is supported by 
Mr. Wailhead, Mr. Kirkwood, Mr. Jowett 
and other Labour members, and 
principle is the establishment of a living 
wage for everybody. The amount of this 
wage is to be fixed by a committee formed 
of three housewives, three trade unionists 
and three co-operators.. The wage is cd 
“at least sufficient to meet th: 
normal reeds of the average worker, re- 
garded as a human being living in a 
civilised community, including the satis 
faction of reasonable minimum require 
ments of health and efficiency, cultura! 
life and the provision of reasonable rest 
and recreation.’” The President of th: 
Board of Trade is authorised by the bill to 
set up the committee, and the living wage 
will bé a first charge on industry. I: 
is not irtended to supplant the existing 
machinery of trade unions, wages boards 
trade boards and industrial councils, but 
to supplement and assist them. It is saf 
to say that this little measure wil! not find 
its way to the Statute Book yet awhile. 


French Bonds. 


The publication of the Notes exchanged 
between France and Great Britain on th: 
question of France's liahility to pa) 
holders of French War Bonds on this side 
in gold francs, instead of paper francs, has 
been given more attention in Paris than 
here, where comment has been almost 
silent. The newspapers there admit that 
it is a matter for regret that such a 
complex and difficult matter has been made 
public at a moment when British collabora- 
tion seems so desirable in another case. 
It is pointed out that the class in Great 
Britain which was the hardest hit by th: 
depreciation of the franc was the class most 
friendly to France. It is suggested that 
some diplomatic arrangement stil] may h- 
made, but I understand that there is litt! 
expectation in financial circles that the 
French Government will change its mind 
on this question. The British bond holders 
who did their best to help France in her 
hour of need will have to suffer for their 
generosity.

Louth). Cashel—Clergy 44, stipend 
£1,548, Church population about 10,000. 
Clogher—Clergy 635, stipend £1,441, 
Church population 25,638. Cork—Clergy 
91, stipend. £1,703, Church population 
16,800. Derry and Raphoe—Clergy 90, 
stipend £2,140, Church population 36,540. 
Dublin—Clergy 177, stipend £2,500, and 
Church population 68,066. Killaloe— 
Clergy 42, stipend £1,461, Church popu- 
lation 9,222. NA Can 79, stipend 
£2,000, Church population 31,210, 
Limerick—Clergy 39, we £1,461, 
Church population 4,251—the smallest in 
Ireland. Meath—Clergy 49, stipend

STRANGE. LIFE OF

LEFT £70,000 TO 
LONDON POOR.

NICE, Tuesday. 

YSTERY surrounds the last few months 
VI of the life of John Albert Drinan, 
4 who died in the pension Marie Renee, 
in a suburb of Nice, on Suenos 6th. He was 
recently stated to have left £76,000 to the 
poor boxes of the London.

The National. Citv Bank of New. - York, 
where he had a large amount on deposit, 
was at one time so long without news of him, 
that it offered a reward for his address, but 
without success. 

He had another. arcount with Messrs. 
Thomas Cook and. Song, inte which were paid 
irregularly £100 cheques upon, which he used 
to draw. for his personal expenses, but at 
times there was not enough to cover [is 
boarding-house bills. His habits were frugal. 
At the Jast boarding-house at which he 
stayed, thé owner told Reuter’s Correspondefit 
this morning, he was very eccentric, He 
would not allow anyone to enter his room. 
He did all his own cleaning and fetched his 
own water for washing. 

On Monday, January.6th, he went to the 
water tap as usual, carrying a large pitcher 
in his hand. He was discovered some time 
later lying in the passage-way covered with 
blood. The doctor who was calléd in certified 
death from cerebral hemorthage, and inferred 
that he had struck the pitcher or the stone 
fioor with his head as he fell, since he had 
a fracture of the skull. “I immediately 
notified the British Consul, who collected 
Mr. Drinan’s identity papers and one or two 
old letters which were in his room. During 
his stay of one month 
neither visitors nor mail, The only person 
l ever saw him with was a mysterious, 
middle-aged lady, who came with him on his 


first day here, and, after looking at’ the, 


room, she paid me £10 in advance for his 
board. I never saw her again, and do not 
even know her name.” Three representatives 
of a London firm of solicitors are, by order 
of the Public Trustee, trying to locate where 
Mr. Drinan’s money is lying.
